debt  by  |200.000,000.  She  has  made 
a  number  of  reductions  in  her  income 
tax  and  another  reduction  ia  expected 
in  the  near  future.

Sir  laiiirs  I-.Idrr,  "riding  on  the  crest 
of  a  phcnoinonal  wave  of  prosperity

Sir  James  says  emphatically  that 
protection  of  her  home  manafactures 
has  been  the  one  cau.c  <i  Australia's 
wonderful  success.  Australia  ia  for- 
tunately situated  as  compaMd  with 
Canada  because  sh^  has  not  an  im- 
mensely powerful  industrial  nation  at 
her  threshold.  She  is  separated  by 
the  seaa  from  thia  continent  and 
I'.uropc.  Yet  her  rustoms  tariff  i> 
high  and  is  being  raised  higher.  W  e 
db  not  hear  of  i^n  exodus  of  Aus- 
tralians td  otKdr  landa  in  aearch  of>a 
livelihood.
